The  Scarab  is  highly  privileged  to  recognize  and  pay  tribute  to  the  preclinical 
professors  and  scientific  investigators  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  in  this 
issue.  To  represent  the  many  men  in  this  field,  the  editorial  committee  has  chosen 
almost  a  dozen  who  have  been  associated  with  MCV  for  over  three  and  a  third  centuries  of 
teaching  at  the  cellular  and  molecular  level  and  taking  part  in  basic  scientific 
research.  They  are  pictured  in  their  professorial  habitat  and  have  given  freely  to  The 
Scarab  a  few  words  of  wisdom  and  personal  reflections  which  will,  no  doubt,  bring  a 
feeling  of  fellowship  to  each  of  the  over  9000  living  alumni  of  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia.  A  later  issue  will  be  devoted  to  the  clinical  faculty. 

Represented  are  five  doctors  of  philosophy,  one  doctor  of  medicine,  one  doctor 
of  philosophy  with  a  doctrate  in  medicine,  one  doctor  of  dental  surgery,  one  doctor  of 
science,  and  one  master  of  science  degree,  which  were  obtained  from  Oxford  University 
(England),  University  of  Frankfort  (Germany),  McGill  University,  St.  Louis  University, 
and  Ohio  State  University,  etc.  Obviously,  their  medical  and  scientific  heritages  are 
international. 

Sometimes  it  is  forgotten  that  the  word  doctor  is  derived  from  "docre"  meaning 
to  touch.  He  is  a  member  of  an  endless  relay  team.  Plato  advised  his  disciples,  "having 
torches,  they  pass  them  to  each  other."  As  professors  of  anatomy,  biochemistry,  biology, 
chemistry,  genetics,  hematology,  microbiology,  neurological  science,  pharmacology, 
and  physiology,  they  have  shouldered  their  responsibilities  in  the  highest  tradition 
as  they  have  taken  an  active  part  in  harnessing  chemistry  to  biology,  thus  opening  a 
revolutionary  new  era  of  medical  research  and  also  passing  it  on  to  the  student. 

The  Medical  College  of  Virginia  in  the  past  one-third  century  has  passed  from 
a  "cubby-hole"  college  toward  true  university  status.  The  loss  of  an  intimate 
faculty  to  one  of  enormous  proportions  (one  instructor  per  two  students),  and  a 
physical  plant  valued  at  less  than  one  million  dollars  to  over  thirty-four  million 
dollars  is  within  the  tide  of  today's  expectations.  The  trends  of  the  future  are 
determined,  at  least  in  part,  by  the  currents  of  the  past.  The  college  is  reaching  to 
new  heights  of  achievement  in  teaching  and  research.  The  challenge  of  leadership  is  held 
out  to  the  students,  professors,  deans,  president,  Board  of  Visitors,  and  alumni.  Each 
must  not  fail  to  embrace  this  challenge:  to  help  bring  man  from  the  past  into  a  brighter 
future  through  the  university  of  medicines.

Joined  the  MCV  Faculty  in  1921 


Dr.  Ward  H.  Cook,  chief  pathologist, 
and  a  staff  of  seven  comprised  the 
clinical  pathology  staff  when  I  came  to 
the  College  as  a  medical  technology  stu- 
dent in  1921,  one  of  two  students.  Today, 
the  department  has  more  than  a  hundred 
people  on  its  staff,  and  the  school  of 
medical  technology  enrolls  around  thirty 
students  annually. 

MCV  in  1921  was  small.  Memorial 
Hospital,  where  we  had  a  "cubby  hole" 
laboratory,  was  the  main  hospital;  St. 
Philip  and  Dooley  hospitals  had  been 
erected  the  year  before.  The  old  Virginia 
Hospital,  razed  to  make  way  for  McGuire 
Hall  Annex,  housed  the  outpatient  de- 
partment. The  other  buildings  for  teach- 
ing were  McGuire  Hall  and  the  Egyptian 
Building.  There  were  no  dormitories; 
student  nurses  were  housed  in  a  ram- 
shackle building  on  Broad  Street.  The 
entire  physical  plant  of  the  College  was 
valued  at  $835,435  as  against  $34,500,- 
000  today  The  faculty  numered  22  pro- 
fessors, 20  associate  professors,  34  associ- 
ates, 22  instructors,  and  15  assistants. 
Today  we  have  69  professors,  74  asso- 
ciate professors,  136  assistant  professors, 
118  associates,  134  instructors,  50  assis- 
tants,  9   fellows,   and   18   lecturers. 

I  was  first  employed  by  the  College  in 
1923  as  a  medical  technologist,  was  made 
assistant  in  bacteriology  and  clinical  pa- 
thology in  1929,  assistant  in  medicine  in 
1932,  instructor  in  clinical  pathology  in 
1948,  and  in  1952  was  promoted  to  assist- 
ant professor  of  clinical  pathology.  My 
first  love  was  hematology  and  through 
the  years  my  friendship  with  blood  cells 
has  increased. 

When  Dr.  William  Branch  Porter  came 
to  MCV  in  1927  as  the  first  full-time 
paid  professor  of  medicine  and  chairman 
of  the  department,  the  department  of 
clinical  pathology  was  put  under  medi- 
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cine.  Doctor  Porter  was  deeply  interested 
in  clinical  pathology  and  under  him  the 
equipment,  space,  and  personnel  of  the 
department  grew  by  leaps   and  bounds. 

Doctor  Porter  was  one  of  the  most 
stimulating  men  I  have  ever  known; 
besides  he  was  an  understanding  and 
helpful  friend.  As  a  teacher,  he  was  out- 
standing. Before  his  housestaff  were  per- 
mitted to  order  all  sorts  of  laboratory 
tests,  they  must  have  gone  over  the 
patient,  must  have  made  a  tentative  diag- 
nosis, and  must  have  good  reasons  for 
ordering  the  laboratory  work  to  support 
their  diagnosis.  His  method  of  teaching 
was  "make  the  student  think." 

I  never  knew  that  was  so  much  to 
learn  in  clinical  chemistry  until  I  knew 
Dr.  John  C.  Forbes,  professor  of  bio- 
chemistry. I  shall  never  forget  the  thrill 
I  had   when   together  we   published  my 


first  paper  in   1930. 

The  years  go  swiftly  by — students  come 
and  go — yet  we  must  not  lose  sight  of 
the  fact  that,  although  the  subject  to  us 
is  old,  it  is  all  very  new  to  each  incoming 
student.  When  men  I  taught  years  ago 
come  back  for  a  visit,  it  is  a  real  satis- 
faction to  feel  that  I  may  have  played 
some  small  part  in  helping  them  attain 
success  in  their  professions.  One  of  our 
pharmacy  students  is  now  our  president. 

Once  a  student  said  to  me,  as  I  was 
showing  him  blood  cells,  "If  I  had  been 
looking  at  these  cells  as  long  as  you  have 
I  would  know  them,  too."  My  reply  was 
"You  are  perfectly  right;  that's  why  I 
am  here  to  help  you." 

In  the  few  years  remaining  of  my 
teaching  career,  I  hope  that  I  can  keep 
always  in  mind  that  my  main  goal  here 
is  to  help  the  students.

Joined  the  MCV  Faculty  in   1927 


It  is  now  almost  36  years  since  it  was 
my  good  fortune  to  come  to  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  as  an  assistant  pro- 
fessor in  July,  1927.  Mrs.  Forbes  and 
I  felt  right  at  home  from  the  very  first 
day  after  arriving  in  Richmond.  Being  a 
Canadian  and  having  read  a  fair  amount 
of  American  history,  I  always  admired 
the  spirit  of  the  Southern  people  and 
their  willingness  to  sacrifice  for  their 
ideals.  I  was,  consequently,  very  happy 
when  the  opportunity  to  live  and  teach  in 
Virginia  was  offered  me. 

As  I  look  back  over  the  years,  I  am 
proud  of  the  fact  that  I  was  privileged  to 
play  a  part,  if  only  a  small  one,  in  the 
great  strides  which  the  College  made 
throughout  these  years  under  the  able 
leadership  of  President  William  T.  San- 
ger and  now  his  successor,  President  R. 
Blackwell  Smith,  Jr.  In  those  early  years, 
money  for  research,  yes,  even  for  faculty 
personnel,  was  very  limited.  In  spite  of 
this,  the  spirit  of  research  was  kept  alive, 
and  post-graduate  studies  were  begun  in 
biochemistry  leading  to  the  degree  of 
master  of  science  in  1935.  Consequently, 
the  College  was  ready  to  actively  promote 
both  of  these  important  phases  of  aca- 
demic activity  when  funds  became  more 
readily  obtainable   from  outside   sources. 

It  has  always  been  my  firm  belief  that 
the  prime  duty  of  our  faculty  is  the 
teaching  of  students  and  the  care  of 
the  sick.  Although  there  are  some  who 
can  be  successful  teachers  in  the  basic 
sciences  without  doing  research,  I  am 
satisfied  that  these  are  quite  rare.  For 
myself,  I  feel  that  without  active  partici- 
pation in  research  my  teaching  would 
soon  deteriorate  to  simply  presenting  ma- 
terial from  a  text  book.  Any  success 
which  I  may  have  had  in  teaching  is 
secondary  to  the  fact  that  I  have  tried 
to  carry  on  some  research  throughout  the 
years,  even  though  of  limited  quantity 
and  maybe  quality.  The  importance  of 
research  for  teachers  would  seem  to  be 
of  especial  significance  to  individuals 
specializing  in  rapidly  developing  fields, 
such  as  biochemistry. 

A  modern  department  of  biochemistry 
must  have  on  its  staff  individuals  whose 
research  interests  are  quite  varied  if  it 
is  going  to  keep  the  students  abreast  with 
newer  developments  in  numerous  impor- 
tant areas,  such  as  the  metabolic  inter- 
relationships of  nucleic  acids  and  pro- 
teins, lipids  and  carbohydrates,  and  en- 
zymic  activity  with  endoctrine  secretions.

In  January,  1919,  I  first  visited  Rich- 
mond and  fell  in  love  with  the  city. 
When  I  heard  in  the  spring  of  1928  that 
there  was  a  vacancy  in  the  department  of 
chemistry  at  the  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia, I  visited  there  and  fell  in  love  with 
the  school. 

During  the  early  thirties  everyone  had 
a  full  teaching  load.  Research  was  just 
shooting  up  a  few  buds.  The  depression 
showed  its  gaunt  face  and  the  State  re- 
duced our  pay  20%.  However,  our  col- 
lege family  stuck  together.  Mr.  J.  R.  Mc- 
Cauley  held  his  annual  fish  fries,  the 
student  body  continued  its  annual  trip  to 
Buckroe  Beach,  our  poker  club  thrived 
on  Sergeant's  Rotten  Rye,  and  one  could 
park  his  A  model  where  he  pleased. 

In  those  days  McGuire  Hall  had  only 
three  floors  and  was  said  to  house  the 
only  medical,  dental,  pharmacy  and  nurs- 
ing school  under  one  roof  in  the  entire 
world.  The  first  floor  contained  the  offices 
of  the  president,  secretary-treasurer,  dean 
of  medicine,  dean  of  dentistry,  the  library, 
the  dental  clinic,  the  post  office,  and  the 
business  office.  Though  quite  crowded 
we  were  all  very  happy. 

Since  World  War  II  the  progress  of 
our  school  has  been  extraordinary.  Re- 
turning alumni,  who  visit  me  to  discuss 
admission  for  their  sons,  marvel  at  our 
new  buildings,  our  improved  laboratories, 
our  extensive  research  program,  dormi- 
tories, and  the  large  student  body.  We 
glory  in  this  but  soon  fall  to  talking 
about  Haag,  Bigger,  Rudd,  Call,  Bear, 
Dodson,  Higgins,  Hill,  Crockett,  Porter, 
LaRoque,  Little,  Blackwell,  McCauley, 
and  others  of  the  "old  guard"  whose  love 
and  loyalty  to  the  MCV  contributed  so 
much  to  the  student  and  the  College. 

I  have  been  asked  to  write  about  my- 
self. How  can  I?  I  am  part  of  MCV.  I 
am  proud  of  its  past,  its  progress,  its 
accomplishments.  Its  future  is  in  com- 
petent hands.

When  Mrs.  Ingersoll  and  I  came  to  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia  in  August 
of  1929,  we  found  that  there  was  only 
one  other  full-time  staff  member  in  the 
department  of  anatomy,  Dr.  Hjalmar  L. 
Osterud.  There  were,  in  addition,  two 
technicians  (one  of  whom,  Mr.  Herman 
Melton,  is  still  with  us)  and  several  part- 
time  staff  members.  For  several  years 
after  coming  to  Richmond,  I  taught  in 
all  the  courses  offered  by  the  anatomy 
department.  The  teaching  facilities  of  the 
department  on  the  third  floor  of  McGuire 
Hall  were  shared  with  the  departments  of 
bacteriology,  biochemistry,  and  pathology. 

From  these  small  beginnings,  the  de- 
partment now  numbers  more  than  forty 
people.  The  interests  of  the  staff  are 
wide  ranging:  studies  in  experimental 
embryology,  histochemical,  and  electron 
microscopic  research  of  many  phases  of 
endocrinology  and  cytological  histochemi- 
cal, histological,  and  functional  aspects 
of  the  central  nervous  system  are  being 
investigated  at  the  present  time.  In  addi- 
tion, the  department  supports  a  small 
animal  behavior  laboratory. 

The  years  at  the  Medical  College  have 
been  good  years  for  my  wife  and  myself. 
The  College  has  been  fortunate  in  the 
fine  quality  of  students  it  has  attracted 
which  has  made  teaching  very  pleasant. 
Then,  too,  there  always  has  been  a  spirit 
of  friendliness  and  cooperation  among 
the  faculty  and  their  departments.  Until 
recent  years  I  knew  personally  the  ma- 
jority of  the  faculty  of  the  entire  school. 
The  students  in  the  thirty-six  classes 
which  I  have  taught  are  practicing  medi- 
cine in  many  different  areas  of  the  coun- 
try and  have  carried  the  great  traditions 
of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  with 
them. 


Joined  the  MCV  Faculty  in   1929 
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This  coming  August  it  will  be  28 
years  since  I  set  foot  on  Richmond  soil 
for  the  first  time  That  summer,  while  I 
was  working  at  the  Marine  Biological 
Laboratory,  Woods  Hole,  Maine,  study- 
ing invertebrate  smooth  muscles,  I  re- 
ceived a  letter  from  the  then  Dean  Lee 
E.  Sutton,  Jr.,  asking  whether  I  was  inter- 
ested in  a  position  at  MCV.  Having  lost 
my  academic  job  in  Germany  due  to 
Hitler  and  having  only  a  temporary  fel- 
lowship and  a  family  of  four  to  support, 
I  was  indeed  very  much  interested.  I  must 
confess  that  I  did  not  know  anything 
about  MCV  or  Richmond,  although  I 
must  have  learned  of  Virginia  in  geo- 
graphy and  history  classes  during  high 
school.  Fortunately  (or  unfortunately) ,  I 
found  that  a  faculty  member  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia  was  working  in 
Woods  Hole  at  the  same  time.  I  rushed 
to  him  and  asked  for  information  about 
MCV  in  Richmond.  I  still  admire  my 
courage  that,  despite  the  devastating  ac- 
count I  received,  I  travelled  to  Richmond 
for  an  interview! 

Here  I  got  my  second  shock.  How 
disappointed  I  was  and  even  began  to 
believe  the  Charlottesville  colleague.  A 
policeman  at  Broad  &  9th  Street  told  me 
that  he  did  not  know  where  MCV  was 
located  but  would  look  it  up  in  his  little 
black  book.  He  finally  showed  me  the 
way  to  McGuire  Hall.  Now  things  started 
to  brighten  up,  for  I  met  Dean  Sutton, 
President  William  T.  Sanger,  and  the 
beloved  Dr.  Harvey  B.  Haag,  the  then 
chairman  of  the  department  of  physiology 
and  pharmacology. 

I  was  especially  impressed  by  the  scien- 
tific and  educational  attitudes  of  Dr. 
Sanger,  by  his  vision  of  the  future  of 
MCV,  and  also  by  the  dedication  to 
teaching  of  the  various  faculty  members. 
At  that  time,  buildings  and  laboratory 
facilities,  indeed,  were  not  adequate  by 
contemporary  standards  and  probably 
actually  much  inferior  to  those  at  Char- 
lottesville. I  accepted  the  position  at 
MCV,  especially  as  the  administration  so 
readily  agreed  to  hire,  in  addition,  a 
young  instructor,  as  otherwise  I  felt  that 
I  would  not  have  enough  time  left  for 
research.  In  the  20  years  which  since 
have  passed,  I  never  seriously  regretted 
my  decision.  Despite  all  ups  and  downs 
and  friendly  fights  with  administration, 
"building  &  grounds,"  and  faculty  mem- 
bers, MCV  proved  to  be  a  good  place 
for  me  to  continue  my  teaching  efforts 
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and  my  neuromuscular  research.  Further- 
more, Richmond  turned  out  to  be  a  good 
place  to  raise  a  family;  it  has  become  my 
second  home  town. 

I  cannot  enumerate  all  the  important 
changes  at  MCV  during  these  28  years. 
Now  we  have  adequate  buildings,  com- 
parable to  those  of  other  medical  schools; 
we  also  have  a  much  larger  faculty,  better 
trained  in  research.  Our  interests  in  medi- 
cal and  allied  education  has  become  more 


progressive,  and  now  we  dare  to  try  pio- 
neer ways  to  improve  the  accomplishment 
of  our  tasks.  As  far  as  research  is  con- 
cerned, MCV  has  achieved  an  established 
reputation;  and  at  international  meetings 
of  the  basic  sciences,  we  are  represented 
no  longer  by  less  than  a  corporal's  guard 
but  by  more  than  a  full  squad. 

If  I  have  any  regrets,  it  is  that  I  will 
not  be  able  to  observe  MCV's  progress 
for  the  next  28  years;  but  I  predict  for 
her  a  great  future. 


Those  of  us  who  came  to  MCV  during 
the  1930's  (perhaps  there  are  a  few  still 
among  us  who  came  in  the  1920's)  have 
seen  a  multitude  of  changes.  When  I 
arrived  July  1,  1936,  the  excavation  for 
the  clinic  building  had  been  completed; 
but  various  other  sites  presently  occupied 
by  imposing  buildings  were  then  occupied 
by  rather  unattractive  residences.  Such 
were  the  sites  of  the  MCV  Hospital, 
Hunton  Hall,  Wood  Memorial  Building, 
and  several  others.  The  old  Virginia 
Hospital  occupied  the  corner  of  Eleventh 
and  Clay  Streets  and  was  still  in  use  for 
a  variety  of  purposes.  Physiology,  phar- 
macology, pathology,  and  Dr.  Forbes' 
office  and  laboratory  were  in  the  old 
Egyptian  Building.  Many  times  the  floors 
almost  collapsed  with  us,  but  we  escaped. 
Sometimes  I  regret  the  passing  of  the  day 
when  everyone  connected  with  the  insti- 
tution knew  everyone  else;  but  an  insti- 
tution which  is  to  fulfill  its  responsibilities 
to  the  community  and  to  the  State  can 
not  be  allowed  to  remain  small  and  inti- 
mate. An  indication  of  the  growth  is 
reflected  in  the  fact  that  the  total  annual 
budget  for  the  whole  institution  was  of 
the  order  of  one  million  dollars  in  1938. 
I  remember  that  Dr.  Sanger  made  such  an 
announcement  with  much  pride  at  one 
of  the  faculty  meetings  of  this  period. 
The  present  annual  budget  for  the  entire 
institution  is  of  the  order  of  eighteen 
million  dollars. 

We  who  are  to  be  numbered  among 
the  "Old  Guard"  or  "Elder  Statesmen" 
(how  I  hate  the  thought!)  probably  are 
expected  to  pass  out  a  few  pearls  of 
wisdom  or  a  brand  of  philosophy  which 
will  make  everything  into  sweetness  and 
light.  So  be  it.  I  shall  mention  three  items 
specifically.  The  first  item  is  "Students." 
I  remember  my  own  student  days  with 
much  pleasure;  I  remember  that  we  were 
a  reasonably  nice  group,  even  if  there 
were  occasions  when  we  were  noisy,  or 
even  downright  rowdy.  Present-day  stu- 
dents differ  only  in  that  they  have  some- 
what greater  potentialities  than  we  had. 
Given  a  word  of  encouragement  and  an 
opportunity  they  perform  nicely.  The 
second  is  "Teaching."  If  both  student 
and  teacher  are  satisfactory,  the  result 
will  be  satisfactory;  but,  if  either  is  un- 
satisfactory, the  result  will  be  disappoint- 
ing. None  of  the  many  new  schemes  for 
the  integration  of  subject  matter  can  be 
expected  to  compensate  for  a  deficiency 
in  either  student  or  teacher;  but,  on  the 
other  hand,  let  us  not  fail  to  search  for 
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newer  and  better  ways  of  doing  things,  imagination  and  work  in  large  quantities, 
nor  hesitate  to  try  the  previously  untried,  and  for  these  not  even  a  generous  budget 
The  third  item  is  "Research."  It  requires      is  an  adequate  substitute.

I  arrived  at  the  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia August  1,  1938,  coming  from 
Louisiana  State  University  where  I  had 
been  instructor  in  anatomy  in  the  school 
of  medicine  for  the  previous  3  years. 
Prior  to  arrival  in  Richmond,  I  had  been 
on  active  duty  with  the  Army  at  the 
Medical  Field  Service  School  at  Carlisle 
Barracks,  Pennsylvania.  My  immediate  as- 
signment was  that  of  associate  in  anatomy, 
responsible  for  the  teaching  of  gross 
anatomy  and  histology  in  the  school  of 
dentistry. 

I  moved  into  a  two  room  suite  in  the 
newly  opened  Hunton  Hall.  The  first 
individual  I  met  upon  entering  McGuire 
Hall  was  the  very  gracious  gentleman, 
Dean  Wortley  Rudd,  of  the  school  of 
pharmacy,  who  took  it  upon  himself 
personally  to  see  that  I  was  escorted  to 
Dean  Harry  Bear.  My  first  office  was  in 
the  basement  of  McGuire  Hall  in  the  part 
of  an  area  now  occupied  by  the  College 
Book  Store.  Most  of  the  month  of  August 
was  spent  in  preparing  for  the  incoming 
classes.  I  later  shared  an  office  in  the 
basement  with  Dr.  Harry  Lyons,  now 
dean  of  the  school  of  dentistry. 

Dr.  Hjalamar  L.  Osteoid,  chairman 
of  the  department  of  anatomy,  also  gave 
me  a  very  warm  welcome  and  helped  me 
start  the  entering  class  of  1938.  I  re- 
member attending  the  first  biological 
seminar  where  Dr.  John  C.  Forbes  very 
kindly  introduced  me  as  a  new  member 
of  the  faculty.  Teaching  progressed  rap- 
idly but  the  teaching  schedule  was  a  very 
heavy  one  leaving  little  time  for  other 
activities.  One  thing  I  recall  during  my 
early  years  at  MCV  were  the  magnificent 
Medical  College  basketball  and  baseball 
teams.  It  was  my  privilege  many  times 
to  accompany  them  to  out-of-town  games. 
Two  men  I  vividly  remember  in  this 
activity.  One,  the  late  Dr  Arthur  Paul 
Little,  professor  of  prosthetic  dentistry, 
and  the  other  our  retired  YMCA  director, 
Mr.  Jonah  Larrick.  Space  does  not  permit 
the  mention  of  our  many  star  players  who 
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are  now  successful  practitioners  of  medi- 
cine and  dentistry. 

It  was  during  these  days  that  due  to 
lengthy  illness  of  several  full-time  mem- 
bers of  the  department  that  Dr.  Inger- 
soll  and  myself  assisted  by  Dr.  Randolph 
Hoge  were  teaching  eight  hours  a  day 
in  all  classes.  It  was  in  the  class  in  medi- 
cal histology  one  day  that  I  was  describ- 
ing the  staining  reactions  of  cells  found 
in  the  Islets  of  Langerhans.  Lacking  the 
proper  adjectives  at  the  moment  to  de- 
scribe the  coloration,  I  noted  that  John 
M.  Kester,  M'43M,  was  wearing  a  vividly 
spotted  bow  tie.  I  had  him  stand  and 
used  the  tie  to  indicate  the  various  stain- 
ing reactions.  Bow  ties  were  always  in 
vogue  during  the  famous  Harvey  Haag 
day. 

In  addition  to  my  current  teaching 
duties,  I  was  made  faculty  military  in- 
structor of  Corps  Area  Headquarters  to 
help  teach  the  medical  ROTC.  I  had  the 
pleasure  of  accompanying  the  medical 
group  to  camp  at  Carlisle  Barracks.  With 
the  advent  of  the  coming  war  and  my 
military  affiliations,  it  fell  to  my  lot  to 
assist  Dr.  Carrington  Williams  in  the 
organization  of  the  45th  General  Hospital 
which  was  formed  along  lines  similar  to 
that  organized  by  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  under  the  late  Dr.  Stuart  Mc- 
Guire during  World  War  I.  The  period 
from  1940  to  Pearl  Harbor  day  were 
days  of  uncertainty.   We  found  concen- 


trating on  our  work  very  difficult.  Several 
months  after  Pearl  Harbor  day  our  un- 
certainty was  ended  when  the  War  De- 
partment ordered  the  45  th  General  Hos- 
pital to  Camp  Lee.  The  story  of  this 
organization  is  told  in  the  book  written 
by  me  called  "From  Lee  to  Bari." 

Currently  I  am  now  teaching  gross 
anatomy  in  both  the  medical  and  dental 
schools.  I  am  also  heavily  engaged  in  a 
continuation  education  program  in  head 
and  neck  anatomy  for  intern  and  resident 
training  at  MCV  and  also  for  the  Navy 
and  for  practitioners  in  oral  surgery  in 
the  country.  I  have  also  presented  a  post- 
graduate course  for  another  school. 

I  assisted  Dr.  Erling  S.  Hegre  in  the 
development  of  his  block  surface  stain- 
ing technic  for  embryos.  Another  activity 
recently  includes  teaching  anatomy  to 
lawyers  under  direction  of  Dr.  Geoffrey 
Mann,  State  medical  examiner.  Doctor 
Mann  was  gracious  enough  to  ask  me  to 
contribute  several  chapters  to  his  and  Mr. 
Jordan's  recently  released  book  "Per- 
sonal Injury  Problems." 

My  current  research  project  is  again 
of  a  historical  nature  which  will  be  a 
three-year  project  to  compile  the  history 
of  dentistry  in  Virginia,  a  work  previously 
started  by  the  late  Dr  William  N.  Hodg- 
kin  who  was  a  former  member  of  our 
Board  of  Visitors  and  president  of  the 
Alumni  Association.  I  expect  this  work 
to  be  completed  by  1965.

Joined  the  MCV  Faculty  in   1938 


This  marks  the  25  th  year  of  my  associ- 
ation with  the  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia. At  the  time  I  came,  in  1938,  the 
department  of  microbiology,  then  desig- 
nated bacteriology,  was  housed  in  two 
offices  on  the  third  floor  of  McGuire 
Hall.  The  student  teaching  facilities  were 


used  jointly  with  the  department  of 
anatomy.  Dr.  Frederick  W.  Shaw,  an 
international  authority  in  the  field  of 
medical  mycology  and  an  outstanding  re- 
search worker,  was  chairman  of  the  de- 
partment. Assisting  him  was  Evelyn 
("Sister"  to  all  of  us  in  the  department) 


Bryce  now  Mrs.  Carter  and  Dr.  George 
E.  Snider,  a  medical  student  at  that  time, 
now  in  private  practice  in  Bluefield,  West 
Virginia.  Space  was  at  a  premium  then, 
as  now,  but  as  a  new  instructor  with 
teaching  duties  in  the  schools  of  medicine, 
dentistry,  pharmacy,  and  nursing,  as  well 
as  responsibility  for  the  hospital  bac- 
teriology laboratory,  there  was  relatively 
little  time  to  use  an  office  chair,  so  the 
lack  of  space  was  not  my  primary  con- 
cern. This  was  a  strenuous  but  very  effec- 
tive way  of  being  indoctrinated  into  a 
medical  school  program,  and  looking 
back,  I  am  very  grateful  for  this  oppor- 
tunity. 

We  have  seen  remarkable  changes  in 
the  science  of  microbiology  during  this 
period.  Therapeutic  measures  have 
changed  from  reliance  on  use  of  antisera, 
where  available,  to  chemotherapeutic 
agents.  Many  of  the  infectious  agents  of 
primary  importance  then  are  of  much  less 
concern  now  due  to  effective  antibiotic 
control  and  those  less  amenable  to  con- 
trol by  such  drugs  have  gained  greater 
significance.  This  is  particularly  true  of 
the  viruses  and  fungi  and  of  particular 
interest  to  me  have  been  the  latter.  My 
research  efforts  in  this  area  have  been 
concerned  primarily  with  diagnostic  meas- 
ures and  mechanisms  of  pathogenicity. 

It  has  been  most  satisfying  to  me  to  be 
associated  over  the  years  with  an  insti- 
tution that  has  grown  from  a  relatively 
small  medical  college  into  a  medical 
center  with  expanding  activities  in  all 
areas  of  medical  science.  With  this  ex- 
pansion, however,  has  come  the  space 
problem  that  was  evident  in  the  smaller 
college  in  1938.  It  is  good  to  see  the 
completion  of  the  new  medical  science 
building  which  will,  for  a  few  years  at 
least,  give  all  departments  in  the  school 
additional  lebensraum.  Our  department, 
now  housed  on  the  third  and  fourth 
floor  of  the  Egyptian  Building,  with  en- 
larged faculty  and  research  interests  in 
many  areas  of  microbiology,  will  shortly 
have  additional  space  in  this  same  area 
and  enable  us  to  more  effectively  develop 
our  teaching,  research,  and  graduate  pro- 
grams. 
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If  my  memory  serves  me  well,  the 
late  summer  of  1938  was  unbearably  hot 
and  humid — even  more  so  than  usual  for 
Richmond.  I  was  fresh  from  graduate 
school.  My  laboratory  and  office  was  a 
12'  x  12'  room  at  one  end  of  the  student 
laboratory  on  the  second  floor  of  McGuire 
Hall.  There  was  no  air  conditioning — 
there  was  not  even  a  fan!  But  although  I 
alone  was  to  make  up  the  total  staff  of 
the  biology  department,  classes  were  to 
be  small,  students  bright,  and  the  chal- 
lenge great.  The  heat  and  the  small 
laboratory  space  were  forgotten.  (After 
all,  Mr.  Jack  and  two  helpers,  practically 
speaking,  were  the  buildings  and  grounds 
division,  and  Mr.  McCauley  and  a  couple 
of  fine  young  women  were  the  business 
office.)  Everyone  at  MCV  knew  everyone 
else,  and  there  was  a  feeling  of  relaxed 
purposefulness.  Dean  Rudd  and  Dr.  San- 
ger sent  me  off  in  the  fall  of  1939  to 
have  a  couple  of  days  with  Dr.  William 
Allan,  of  Charlotte,  to  see  some  of  his 
pioneer  work  in  the  genetics  of  muscular 
dystrophy.  (An  annual  award  in  his  honor 
is  now  given  to  the  investigator  making 
the  greatest  contribution  in  human  gene- 
tics.) That  same  fall  Dr.  James  Baker 
and  I  started  some  studies  in  sickle  cell 
anemia.  This,  and  some  incipient  studies 
of  Marfan's  syndrome  with  Dr.  William 
Porter,  were  to  be  interrupted  by  an  ex- 
tended leave  of  absence  from  1941-46. 
The  first  few  classes  of  pharmacy  students 
following  the  war  were  mostly  made  up 
of  mature  veterans  and  such  a  delight  to 
teach.  In  1946  Mrs.  Caroline  Goode 
Jackson  joined  our  department  as  an  in- 
structor to  help  with  the  burgeoning 
classes  and  assist  with  a  developing  re- 
search program.  In  1947  the  first  lectures 
in  genetics  were  given  to  medical  students 
on  the  invitation  of  Dr.  Harvey  Haag, 
and  in  1950  Dean  Bear  asked  that  I  give 
a  genetics  course  to  dental  students.  In 
1953  it  was  a  pleasure  to  have  the  nurses 
join  our  biology  classes.  Throughout  the 
years  the  pace  quickened:  graduate  stu- 
dents, increase  in  staff,  growth  study  of 
twins,  genetics  of  mites,  mice,  and  men. 
So  many  exciting  things  have  happened 
at  MCV  and  in  the  world  in  which  we 
live  during  the  last  25  years!  Has  it  been 
25  years  or  did  it  happen  yesterday?

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My  first  introduction  to  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  came  through  meeting 
and  knowing  Dr.  Frank  .Apperly,  who 
was  chairman  of  the  department  of  path- 
ology. Frank  Apperly  and  I  became 
friends  as  an  outcome  of  a  visit  he  made 
to  Yale  University  school  of  medicine 
in  1935.  He  was  visiting  New  England 
and  had  dropped  in  to  the  medical  school 
to  see  Dr.  John  Fulton  of  the  department 
of  physiology.  John  Fulton  was,  like 
Frank,  an  old  Rhodes  Scholar,  and  it 
was  John  Fulton  who  introduced  us. 

In  1938,  I  attended  the  International 
Physiological  Congress  in  Zurich  and 
there  I  not  only  saw  Frank  Apperly  but 
also  met  several  other  people  from  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia,  including 
Ernst  Fischer  and  Isabel  Taliaferro.  It 
was  then  that  I  began  to  hear  about  the 
developments  that  were  taking  place  at 
MCV  and  the  hopes  that  were  entertained 
for  its  growth  and  progress. 

The  war  interrupted  many  plans  and 
although  I  saw  Dr.  Sanger  a  number  of 
times  in  New  York  and  Richmond,  and 
was  given  an  appointment  to  the  MCV 
staff  in  1943,  I  did  not  actually  take  on 
full-time  work  in  Richmond  until  the 
fall  of  1946. 

At  first  there  was  very  little  space — in 
fact,  I  had  only  a  small  office  on  the 
second  floor  of  the  Egyptian  Building. 
Within  a  short  time,  however,  I  secured 
an  office  of  naval  research  contract  and 
began  development  work  in  the  area 
of  neurological  sciences.  With  the  interest 
and  support  of  the  College  and  the  help 
of  many  friends,  this  activity  is  now  the 
division  of  psychiatric  research  with  a 
considerable  staff  and  quite  generous 
financial  support. 

My  own  hope  had  always  been  to 
create  a  combined  clinical  and  experi- 
mental program  and  this  became  possible 
with  the  creation  in  1948  of  the  division 
of  alcohol  studies  and  rehabilitation.  This 
division  now  works  with  some  500  new 
patients  a  year  and  has  served  not  only  in 
the  comprehensive  therapy  of  patients 
and  their  families  but  also  has  provided 
a  setting  for  clinical  investigations,  cor- 
related with  basic  laboratory  research. 

Since  1934,  graduate  students  have 
been  accepted  at  MCV  and  in  1947  Dr. 
John  Forbes  asked  me  if  I  would  act  as 
chairman  of  the  committee  on  graduate 
studies  of  which  he  was  the  first  chair- 
man.   This    program,    initiated    by    Dr. 
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Ebbe  C.  Hoff  M.D.  PhD.

Kinloch  Nelson,  M.D. 


Dr.  Kinloch  Nelson,  professor  of  medi- 
cine and  associate  dean,  was  appointed 
dean  of  the  school  of  medicine  on  April 
15,  by  the  executive  committee  of  the 
Board  of  Visitors  acting  under  the  au- 
thority of  the  Board,  effective  July  1. 

Dr.  Nelson  will  replace  Dr.  William 
F.  Maloney,  who  has  resigned  effective 
on  that  date  to  become  associate  director 
of  the  American  Medical  Colleges  in 
Evanston,  Illinois. 

Quoting  from  the  February,  1961,  issue 
of  the  Scarab:  "His  close  relationship 
with  MCV  began  in  1929  when,  on 
his  return  to  Richmond  after  his  resi- 
dency, he  was  appointed  assistant  in 
medicine  at  MCV  and  he  has  been 
constantly  associated  with  the  school  since 
that  time  as  evidenced  by  the  lapel 
pin  indicating  thirty  years  of  service  that 
was  awarded  him  in  I960.  He  has  been, 
successively,  instructor  in  medicine,  as- 
sistant professor  of  medicine,  associate 
professor  of  medicine,  professor  of  clini- 
cal medicine  (1949),  and,  in  1958,  was 
made  professor  of  medicine.  From  1958 
to  1959,  he  was  the  able  and  efficient 
executive  officer  of  the  department  of 
medicine  prior  to  the  appointment  of  the 
chairman."  He  was  appointed  associate 
dean  of  the  school  of  medicine  on  July  1, 
1962. 

"A  sauntering  step  amid  a  cluster  of 
students,    a    quizzical    friendly    mien,    a 
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twinkling  eye,  a  rasping  greeting,  "Hey 
Doc" — these  are  the  hallmarks  of  Dr. 
Kinloch  Nelson,  professor  of  medicine, 
director  of  the  department  of  continuation 
education,  director  of  the  medical  out- 
patient clinic,  director  of  the  home  care 
program,  chairman  of  the  interim  com- 
mittee, and  major-domo  extraordinary; 
one  of  the  most  popular  members  of  the 
faculty,  who  has  much  to  do  with  the 
molding  of  the  student  in  the  clinical 
years,  and  who,  by  virtue  of  his  construc- 
tive thinking,  tact,  sympathetic  under- 
standing, and  genius  for  inspiring  friend- 
ships and  loyalties,  is  assigned  tasks  and 
called  on  for  advice  and  assistance  by  the 
highest  and  lowest  at  the  school  regarding 
problems  ranging  from  the  most  personal 
to  the  most  scientific. 

"Kinloch  (N.M.I.)  Nelson  was  born 
in  Richmond,  Virginia  in  1903  into  a 
family  with  firm  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia ties.  His  father,  Dr.  Garnett  Nelson, 
graduated  from  the  University  College  of 
Medicine  in  Richmond  and  was  professor 


of  medicine  at  the  University  College  of 
Medicine  and  also  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  after  they  consolidated  in  1913. 
Brother  Charles  was  clinical  professor  of 
urology,  brother-in-law  Drewry  Deford 
is  hospital  accounts  collector,  and  sister 
Louise  was  secretary  to  Dr.  William  B. 
Porter  for  years.  In  1936  he  married  Alice 
Deford  of  this  city  who  more  than  holds 
her  own  with  him,  a  testimonial  to  her 
charm  and  accomplishments. 

"He  graduated  from  McGuire  School 
for  boys,  a  developer  of  minds  and  char- 
acter of  yesteryear;  the  University  of  Vir- 
ginia undergraduate  school;  and  from  the 
University  of  Virginia  school  of  medicine 
in  1927.  After  serving  an  internship  at 
the  University  of  Minnesota  school  of 
medicine  hospital  and  a  residency  at  the 
University  of  Chicago  school  of  medicine 
hospital,  he  returned  to  Richmond  and  be- 
came a  member  of  the  department  of 
medicine  of  the  McGuire  Clinic  until  the 
fall  of  1937  when  he  joined  Dr.  Clifford 
Beach  in  the  practice  of  medicine."

Dear  Alumni: 

This  year,  marking  the  125th  anniver- 
sary of  the  founding  of  the  Medical  Col- 
lege of  Virginia,  is  also  the  70th  anni- 
versary of  dental  education  in  Virginia. 
When  the  University  College  of  Medicine 
was  established  in  1893,  it  included  a 
dental  school.  Subsequently,  in  1897,  the 
original  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
opened  a  dental  school.  When  the  two 
were  merged  in  1913,  the  Medical  Col- 
lege of  Virginia  absorbed  the  dental 
school  of  the  University  College  of  Medi- 
cine, thereby  continuing  the  program  of 
dental  education  founded  three  score  and 
ten  years  ago. 

The  biblical  span  of  man's  life  expect- 
ancy may  be  viewed  by  some  as  a  long 
period  of  time — and  indeed  it  is.  During 
these  years  our  dental  school  has  supplied 
most  of  the  dental  practitioners  in  Vir- 
ginia, many  for  neighboring  and  distant 
states,  a  proportionate  number  for  the 
military  service,  and  a  few  for  foreign 
countries.  Our  alumni  everywhere  have 
reflected  great  credit  on  our  school  of 
dentistry.

School  of  Nursing 

Former  graduates  and  associates  who 
knew  her  will  be  saddened  to  learn  of  the 
death  of  Frances  Helen  Zeigler,  former 
dean  of  the  MCV  school  of  nursing.  In 
encomium  to  her,  I  have  asked  Miss 
Marguerite  Nicholson  to  write  the  follow- 
ing tribute: 

Institutions  and  going  programs  within 
these  institutions  are  memorials  to  those 
who  have  played  a  part  in  laying  the 
foundation  and  developing  these  pro- 
grams. Mrs.  Spencer  Tunnell,  Jr.,  for- 
merly Frances  Helen  Zeigler,  the  first 
dean  of  the  school  of  nursing  at  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia,  was  one 
such  person.  We,  in  the  school  of  nursing, 
were  grieved  to  learn  of  her  death  on 
February  15  th  of  this  year  following  a 
heart  attack. 

Mrs.  Tunnell  was  a  graduate  of  Vir- 
ginia Intermont  College,  Bristol,  Virginia, 
of  the  school  of  nursing,  Johns  Hopkins 
Hospital,  Baltimore,  Maryland,  and  of 
Columbia  University,  New  York.  She 
was  dean  of  the  MCV  school  of  nursing 
from  1929  to  1938  and  left  to  become 
dean  of  the  school  of  nursing  at  Vander- 
bilt  University,  Nashville,  Tennessee. 


Not  only  did  Mrs.  Tunnall's  personnel 
appearance  exemplify  a  truly  professional 
nurse  but  her  actions  and  talents  were 
directed  to  raising  the  standards  of  nurs- 
ing in  all  of  its  aspects. 

Mrs.  Tunnell  was  the  first  nursing 
leader  at  the  College  to  become  interested 
in  all  the  activities  of  the  MCV  family. 
She  was  active  in  community  affairs  and 
encouraged  the  faculty  and  students  to 
enjoy  the  cultural  offerings  of  the  city. 

During  her  stay  at  the  Medical  College 
of  Virginia,  Mrs.  Tunnell  was  president 
of  the  District  and  State  Nurses  Associa- 
tions, served  on  the  board  of  the  National 
League  for  Nursing  Education,  and  on 
the  Virginia  State  Board  of  Nurse  Ex- 
aminers. During  the  summer  of  1948, 
she  was  consultant  for  the  Institute  of 
Inter- American  Affairs,  with  assignment 
to  Brazil. 

The  Zeigler  House  at  1006  East  Mar- 
shall Street,  used  as  a  dormitory  for  grad- 
uate nurses  since  its  renovation  in  1952, 
was  named  for  Mrs.  Tunnell.  This  is  only 
a  temporary  memorial  but  the  students 
who  graduated  when  she  was  dean  and 
those  in  succeeding  years,  who  have  been 
educated  in  the  school  which  she  was 
instrumental    in    developing,    are    a   per- 
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manent     memorial     to     an     outstanding 
leader.

School  of  Physical  Therapy 

The  school  of  physical  therapy  has  a 
student  body  of  thirty-five  at  present, 
eighteen  seniors  and  seventeen  juniors. 
The  number  of  applications  for  admis- 
sion received  to  date  for  next  year's  class 
exceeds  the  number  of  last  year's  appli- 
cations ait  this  time.  The  prospects  look 
fairly  good  for  starting  this  fall  with  a 
junior  class  of  twenty-four,  which  is  our 
capacity. 

One  of  the  major  problems  in  physical 
therapy  is  still  the  lack  of  qualified  stu- 
dents to  fill  our  classes  each  year.  We 
hope  that  our  alumni  are  aware  of  this 
problem  and  will  assist  us  in  our  recruit- 
ing efforts.  Our  annual  "Open  House" 
is  being  held  this  year  on  the  27th  of 
April  at  our  school.  The  "Open  House" 
is  a  joint  effort  of  the  school  of  physical 
therapy  and  the  Virginia  Physical  Therapy 
Association.  Our  aim  is  to  acquaint 
the  public  with  the  profession  of  physical 
therapy  and  our  facilities  here  at  MCV. 

Our  clinical  education  study  which  is 
supported  by  VRA  is  now  in  its  second 
year.  The  study  is  being  directed  by  Miss 
Elizabeth  Fellows.  We  have  had  two 
two-day  workshops  this  year — the  third 
is  planned  for  early  May.  These  sessions 
are  attended  by  clinical  instructors  of  our 
affiliated  institutions.  It  is  our  desire  that 
what  is  learned  from  this  study  will  not 
only  benefit  our  own  students  but  may 
be  of  use  to  other  schools  as  well  and 
assist  in  strengthening  physical  therapy 
education. 

This  year  for  the  first  time  our  seniors 
are  on  a  schedule  of  four-weeks  classroom 
instruction  and  one-week  clinical  instruc- 
tion. From  reports  received  so  far  all 
concerned  seem  to  benefit  from  this  new 
arrangement.  At  the  end  of  the  year  we 
will  take  a  good  look  at  this  program 
to  see  if  the  results  verify  the  success  it 
appears  to  have.

Dr.  William  H.  Laird 

Dr.  William  H.  Laird,  M'l4,  of  Mont- 
gomery, West  Virginia,  died  on  March  5, 
1963.  He  was  the  author  of  The  Phi- 
losophy of  Medicine  and,  as  a  part  of 
his  plan  for  a  practical  application  of 
his  philosophy  of  medicine,  established 
the  Summerville  Clinic  Hospital  of  the 
Laird  Foundation  and  the  Widen  Clinic. 

Dr.  Laird  was  resident  in  surgery  and 
later  chief  surgeon  at  Sheltering  Arms 
Hospital,  Hansford,  West  Virginia,  from 
1914-19  and  founded  the  Coal  Valley 
Hospital  and  the  Montgomery  Clinic  in 
1919.  In  1938,  he  built  the  Laird  Memo- 
rial Hospital,  of  which  he  was  chief 
surgeon;  in  1940  established  the  Laird 
Foundation;  and  was  chairman  of  its 
Board  of  Trustees.  Dr.  Laird  was  a  re- 
cipient of  the  distinguished  service 
award  of  the  American  College  of  Sur- 
geons and  served  on  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
Foundation. 

Throughout  his  professional  life,  Dr. 
Laird  gave  a  large  fortune  to  charity,  the 
major  portion  of  which  was  to  the  Laird 
Foundation.  He  was  always  most  gen- 
erous to  his  alma  mater.
